the Franco-Russian alliance to east- 
ern Asia has caustni a great amount 
of comment and conjecture in the cir- 
cles here which follow inlernationa.1 

A few hours before the test 
of the note giving the substance of 
the arrangement was given to tho 
press in Paris, the text of the declara- 
tion was shown to Count Von Buolow, 
tbe imperial chancellor, by Uie Rus- 
sian and French ambassadors here, 
•wrjjo together called upon the chan- 
cellor for that purpose. It do-es not 
appear that Germany was invited to 
participate in tho Franco-Russian dec- 
laration, and it is absolutely certain 
that she ivauld not have had anything 
to do with it, Germany's policy at 
present being- to Ucep entirely clear of 
entanglements in China that might 
lead to acute ooatrovi-rsies.

The oilier ex- 
treme was reached in the considera- 
tion of the Arthur -bill, -which provides 
taat -when assessors list dogs for tax- 
ation, they shaii tafte a description of 
the animal, and this -is to be kept on 
file and open, for inspection at th« 
county courthouse. Constables are 
expected to familiarize themselves 
•with the taxed canine population of 
the county and kill ail -dogs whose de- 
scriptions are not found to be matters 
of record. The constable is to receive 
$1 per dog for his service as execu- 
tioner.

With a Tell-Tale Bullet Wound in the 


Eight Side of His Head, 


Lifeless Remains of Popular Tony Purtsclier 


Found Along the L. E. & W* Railroad Near 


Fort Recovery This Morning. 


This morning Joseph Purtscher, of 


the Morris Bros, clothing house, and 
Michael Purt.seh.er, of the Metropol- 
itan Bank, were shocked to learn that 
their older brother, Tony Purtscher, 
a. prominent and wealthy citizen of 
Ceiina, had been 
found 
dead. The 


telegram conveying the sad intelli- 
gence, was received early, enough that 
they had time to board west bound 
passenger train No. 1 of the L. E. & 


crashing through the brain of the un- 
happy man. 


The coroner of Mercer county -was 


notified and the remains -were re- 
moved to Ft. Recovery, from which, 
place they will probably be taken to 
Uelina tMs evening. 


Tony Purtscher was the second son
